Gen. Amin eases suspense 
in meeting with whites 


G EN E Martin, a resident of Carpintería, and a Department 
of Fish and Game Warden, strokes head of 30-pound sea lion 
that refused to return to the wild Martin said he was called 
to pick up the four-month-old sea lion about five days earlier 
at a state beach in Ventura. Martin said he released the 
aquatic animal in a remote beach area between Ventura and 
Oxnard only to be called the next day when it was found on a 
beach in thè latter city. He released the sea lion again and 
Friday a motorist spotted the animal on Highway 101 in the 
Rincon area He posed with the animal Friday at Lompoc 
Sheriff s Substation before another attempt to release the 
animal in a remote area of Pt. Arguello. 
Sublease agreement 
approved by BKB for 
racquetball facility 


BKB Associates has approved a sub­ 
lease proposal with the City of Lompoc 
for building a racquetball facility on a 
4 5-acre park site the city will lease from 
the county, City Attorney Alan Davidson 
reported today 
Lompoc City Council will be asked to 
approve the BKB sublease as well as the 
county lease at Tuesday s meeting, 
which will be held at 7 30 pm. in the 
Lompoc School District administrative 
offices at 1301 North A St 
The property lease already has been 
approved by the Board of Supervisors 
and if the council concurs with staff 
recommendations Tuesday, it will com­ 
plete the city’s action on the racquetball 
matter. 
“ BKB disagrees with the county lease 
in two relatively minor particulars,” 
said Davidson “ The date of commence­ 
ment of the term and the degree to which 
the county can examine BKB s books 
“ The county staff doesn’t particularly 
quibble with BKB but does say that the 
Board of Supervisors will have to settle 
the two matters.’’ Davidson said 
The sublease agreement is similar to 
one previously drawn up with BKB when 
it was proposed to locate the racquetball 
facility in Ryon Park It was necessary 
to make several changes to conform to 
the new location, however, and BKB is in 
accord with the terms, Davidson in­ 
dicated 
A public hearing tabled until this week 
on Bernard A Howard’s request for a 
zone change from R-l to R-3 for property 
located adjacent to Ryon Park is on the 
agenda for Tuesday’s meeting, but staff 
is recommending an additional con­ 
tinuance 
Community Development director 
Jack Lam said the staff is investigating 
alternate uses for the property and that 
discussions have not been completed 


Selection of mayor 
scheduled March 1 5 


The question of who will be mayor of 
Lompoc for the next year will not be 
known until March 15 
On a three-to-two vote at a study ses­ 
sion Friday, the City Council set that as 
the date for the selection of the city’s 
chief executive since nothing in the city's 
guidelines specifies on what date the 
mayor is to be chosen in non-election 
years. 
In the even-numbered years when 
council elections are conducted, the 
council organization meeting is held on 
the Tuesday following the election 
Present guidelines specify that the 
mayor shall be chosen by the City Coun­ 
cil and serve for one year or until 
replaced 
Councilmen Joe Valencia and Charles 
Ward preferred selecting the mayor and 
mayor pro-tem at the March 1 meeting 
but were outvoted by Mayor E 
C. 
Stevens and Councilwomen Charlotte 
Benton and Elinor Lefkowitz. 


Lam asks that the hearing be held over 
until March 15 
Also on the council agenda is a resolu­ 
tion to amend the personnel rules to 
provide for a city park ranger classifica­ 
tion, and an ordinance granting the 
power of arrest to the park ranger 
The position is being requested 
because of “ continuous and extensive 
vandalism” at River Park, including 
damage to the contractor’s heavy equip­ 
ment. sewer pump station and 
restrooms. 
In his request for the position to be ad­ 
ded. Parks and Recreation Director Jack 
Anderson also cites a proliferation of 
other violations occurring in various city 
parks, including firing of guns, 
deliberate destruction of city facilities, 
dumping of garbage, destruction of turf 
by automobiles, heavy drinking and dis­ 
orderly conduct. 
Other matters on Tuesday’s agenda 
— Second reading and consideration 
for adoption of two ordinances, one 
changing the zone for the proposed city 
park on leased county land between 
Lompoc Shopping Center and Lompoc 
High School from C-2 to open space, and 
another amending the zoning map to 
city-owned surplus land on West Central 
Avenue from public facilities to P-M, 
planned manufacturing 
— An agreement to lease the senior 
citizen facility to the Valley of Flowers 
Half Century Club for $1 per year. 
— A report on the priority for widening 
of half-streets in the city. 
— Review of a proposed cable televi­ 
sion franchise ordinance. 
— A report on the city mid-block street 
lighting program 
— Consent calendar, including an 
amendment to the Northern California 
Power Agency joint powers agreement 
to designate the city treasurer of Santa 
Clara as NCPA treasurer, and authority 
to submit a required State of Assurances 
for General 
Revenue Sharing to the 
federal government. 


NAIROBI, Kenya (U PI) — President 
Idi Amin today assured a meeting of 
whites — mostly Americans — at En­ 
tebbe airport that he had “ nothing 
against them,” partially easing the 
suspense over Wednesday's scheduled 
showdown meeting with some 200 
Americans barred from leaving the 
country. 
Radio Uganda said Amin met infor­ 
mally with the group of whites at the air­ 
port and told them the world media had 
“ misunderstood” his orders summoning 
all Americans in Uganda to a meeting. 
“ Ugandans are your brothers and 
sisters... enjoy yourselves," Amin told 
his guests, the radio said The white 
party was composed mostly of American 
employes at Uganda Airlines. Amin said 
he proposed to hand out “ honor medals” 
at Wednesday’s meeting 
The radio said Amin was anxious to 
thank Americans for their “ good work. ” 
The broadcast said Amin was in a 
jovial mood and explained he had 
ordered Americans not to leave only so 
he could “ see them all jointly.” Earlier, 
the radio said holding them hostage 
“ never has crossed his (Amin’s) mind.” 
Amin issued the order last Friday and 
at the same time firing off an angry 
cable to President Carter describing as 
“ false" Carter’s criticism of recent 
events in Uganda 
Amin then raised the tension when he 
charged 5.000 U S Marines were poised 
off the east African coast and issued a 
nationwide alert for a possible “ in­ 
vasion ” 
Western diplomats in Nairobi were 
checking reports reaching here that 
Amin also has instructed the estimated 
200-member British community to attend 
the Wednesday 8 a m. (midnight EST) 
gathering at Entebbe, site of last sum­ 
mer’s dramatic Israeli rescue of occu­ 
pants of a hijacked French plane 
Amin originally scheduled the meeting 
with all Americans for this morning, but 
during the weekend he postponed it until 
Wednesday, offering assurances that 
they were safe and should not be con­ 
sidered hostages. 
Diplomatic and naval sources in 
Nairobi discounted other reports that the 
nuclear-powered U.S. aircraft carrier 
Enterprise, which docked at Kenya's 
port of Mombasa last week, has 
returned The vessel has at least 95 
fighter aircraft aboard. 
Radio Uganda announced that Zaire 
President Mobutu SeseSeko has cabled 
Amin seeking assurances for the safety 
of Americans The radio said Amin has 
replied that “ there is no cause for 
alarm ” 
Amin today telephoned Charles 
Harrison. ABC resident correspondent 
in Nairobi and an old acquaintance from 
Kampala, and told him he was happy 
with the Americans in Uganda and would 
confer medals on some of them when he 
meets them Wednesday. 
“ The Americans here are my sons and 
daughters." he said “ They are very hap- 
py 
“ I have been receiving many 
telegrams from heads of state concern­ 
ing the Americans — President Mobutu 
of Zaire, from the crown prince of Saudi 
Arabia, and from Emperor Bokassa of 
the Central African Empire ” 
He ended with a joke about President 
Carter: 
“ Carter has just joined politics and 1 
am senior to him ” 
One of Amin’s close aides, Bob Astles. 
a native of Britain married to Amin's 
culture minister, said today arrange­ 
ments for Wednesday’s meeting would 
be announced Tuesday. He confirmed the 
United States has been invited to send a 
diplomatic mission to observe the func­ 
tion 
He declined to comment on reports 
reaching Kenya that Amin may order the 
mass expulsion of the Americans. 
In announcements immediately after 
he summoned the U.S. citizens, Amin 
said he wanted assurances they were 
“ not working for Zionism " At the same 
time he issued orders to border exile 
points that no Americans be permitted to 
leave Uganda.

Carter eyes developments 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Carter says he is “ closely monitoring 
developments” in Uganda while ac­ 
cepting assurances from President Idi 
Amin that no harm will come to 
Americans living in that African na­ 
tion. 


“ So far there is nothing to cause us 
deep concern." Carter told reporters 
Sunday at the Bethesda Naval Medical 
Center where he visited his daughter-in- 
law Caron and new grandchild. 


“ We re just monitoring it closely, try­ 
ing not to upset President Amin and try­ 


ing to take advantage of his good wishes 
that he has expressed,” Carter said. 
Carter’s optimism was echoed by 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance, who 
said in a television interview Sunday that 
“ no alarming conclusion” should be 
drawn from the delay from Monday to 
Wednesday in the forced meeting with 
Amin of U S. citizens in Uganda. 
The highlight of Carter’s day today 
was a meeting at the White House with 
the nation's governors. 
A spokesman said Carter would review 
“ the whole gamut” of federal-state rela­ 
tions and problems. 


But high on the agenda would be a bid 
by the western governors to review as­ 
sistance for their drought stricken 
states. 


California Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
called for changes in federal emergency 
aid for water-short regions and said 
Carter should “ recognize water as an es­ 
sential link” in his overall energy 
strategy 


Carter also scheduled a Cabinet 
meeting and a brief get-together with 
singer John Denver, one of his campaign 
supporters.

Swarner resigns

Robert M Swarner, who was appointed 
last year to a vacancy on the Lompoc 
Planning Commission, has submitted his 
resignation effective March 21. 
Sw arner, who is employed by 
McDonnell-Douglas Corp., is being 
transferred to Florida. 
“ Working with such a skilled group of 
individuals has been a very enlightening 
experience,” Swarner said in his letter 
of resignation, which will be considered 
by the Lompoc City Council Tuesday 
night 
At a study session of the council on 
Friday, Mayor E C. Stevens encouraged 
the publicizing of the vacancy and called 
for persons interested in being con­ 
sidered for this or future appointments 
to city commissions and boards to make 
an application with the City Clerk's of­ 
fice A form on which the necessary in­ 
formation may be submitted is available 
at City Hall, 119 W Walnut Ave 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The nation’s 
governors — most of whom are 
Democrats — were expected to spend a 
large p«irt of their three-day winter 
meeting lobbying with Carter ad­ 
ministration Cabinet members. 
The governors gathered in the nation s 
cap ital Sunday for prelim inary 
meetings, and the serious business of 
their annual winter conference begins to­ 
day., 
All but three of the 50 state governors 
were joined by four territorial chief ex* 
ecutives to discuss energy, welfare 
reform and health care — the main 
items on their agenda Western gover­ 
nors wanted to talk about water, and aid 
for their drought-stricken states 
Republicans control only 
12 
statehouses. The winter meeting is the 
first time in many years the governors 
conference has been heavily controlled 
by Democrats with one of its own in the 
White House at the same time. 
Carter, the first governor to advance 
to the White House since Franklin 
Roosevelt, assigned most of his Cabinet 
to meet with the conference partici­ 
pants. 


The President will host his former 
colleagues and their wives at a reception 
and dinner Tuesday night. 


Carter chose one governor, Cecil 
Andrus of Idaho, as Interior Secretary, 
and put a former governor, Kenneth 
Curtis of Maine, in the chairmanship of 
the Democratic National Committee 
The governors conference is headed by 
Democrat Reubin Askew of Florida, who 
took over the chairmanship when Andrus 
resigned to come to Washington. 
Thirty-three of the 36 Democratic 
governors, and all the Republicans were 
expected, along with independent James 
Longley of Maine. Only the governors of 
Arkansas, Missouri and Wyoming plan­ 
ned to miss the meeting 
Cabinet members scheduled to meet 
with the governors are Andrus, Juanita 
Kreps of Commerce, Griffin Bell of 
Justice, Brock Adams of Transportation, 
Joseph Califano of HEW, Ray Marshall 
of Labor. Patricia Harris of Housing and 
Robert Bergland of Agriculture 


In line with their special interest in 
energy problems, the governors also 
were to confer with energy adviser 
James Schlesinger, and adminstrator- 
designate Douglas Costle of the En- 
Egypt, Syria, 
to form new 


KHARTOUM, The Sudan (U PI) - The 
leaders of Egypt, Syria and The Sudan 
met today in a “ historic” summit to 
forge a new alliance aimed at building up 
Arab power against Israel. 
It was the second and final day of talks 
on ways of forging closer ties among 
their countries and confronting reported 
Israeli threats to Red Sea security. 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat and 
Syrian President Hafez Assad were 
greeted on their arrival Sunday by thou­ 
sands of cheering Sudanese and were 
driven through flag-bedecked streets to 
the capital's “ friendship hall” for talks 
with Sudanese Presiden; Jaafar 
Numeiry. 
“ We should be proud that the three of 
us represent more than half the Arab na­ 
tion (world), which truly makes this 
meeting an historic event,” Sadat said. 
Government sources said the talks 
would be climaxed today by an an­ 
nouncement the Sudan has joined a un­ 
ified Arab command set up last 
December by Egypt and Syria, the prin­ 
cipal powers in the conflict with Israel, 
to coordinate their policies and ultimate­ 
ly achieve political union. 
The Egyptian Middle East News 
Agency said the Sudan’s participation in 
the alliance amounted to the opening of a 
new front in the southern Red Sea 
against Israel. 


“ While Egypt and Syria are the con­ 
frontation powers along the eastern and 
northern fronts with Israel, Sudan has 
special strategic importance on the Red 
Sea front,” the agency said. 
A Khartoum newspaper said the sum­ 
mit is important to Sudan “ because 
Israeli activities in the Red Sea are es-

calating and because Israel is 
cooperating with Ethiopia in this connec­

Local press reports said the Jewish 
state has occupied islands near the Bab 
El-Mandab Straits, the southern gateway 
to the Red Sea, and stationed warplanes 
in Ethiopia. 


Trains collide; 
many killed 
in Barcelona 


BARCELONA, Spain (U PI) - Two 
crowded passenger trains collided in the 
Barcelona suburbs today, killing and in­ 
juring numerous persons, the local 
railway company said. 
The national news agency Cifra said at 
least 12 persons died Other sources put 
the death toll higher. 
An early check with several hospitals 
put the injured at least 63 
of which a 
dozen were seriously hurt. 
The Catalan ralways company said 
two trains collided and survivors con­ 
firmed that there had been a collision. 
Earlier the fire department in the sub­ 
urb of Sabadell said the crash involved 
only a single train and was accompanied 
by an explosion. 
Rescuers transported the dead and in* 
jured from the site of the wreck — 12 
miles west of Barcelona~to numerous 
hospitals and morgues in the area. 


That report said one of the trains may 
have gone through a warning signal.

Doree Webb finds 
administrative job 
takes long hours

Doree Webb’s six-day-a week 
job as administrative aide for 
freshman 
Supervisor 
Robert 
Hedlund is about par for her 
As the wife of a former 
private school headmaster, she 
is accustomed to long hours, to 
a multitude of tasks, and to 
working so someone else can 
take the bows. “I filled in the 
chinks and the cracks.’’ she 
said the other day. referring to 
her supportive role in the Webb 
fam ily 
“I served as my 
husband's support system ” 
In other respects Webb, the 
supervisor's aide, has to be 
regarded as special clay in the 
world of politics The comment 
is not idle Webb admits to be­ 
ing 50 years old. to having four 
adult-age children, to carrying 
a 10-speed bicycle around on the 
rear of her car. and to routinely 
lunching alone in her office as 
she did last Thursday on hard- 
b oiled e g g , c h e e s e and 
crackers, dehydrated soup and 
a pear 
Webb is no slouch when it 
c o m e s 
to 
e d u c a tio n a l 
background She earned a BA 
in history from Scripps College 
in 1976, and with business, ac­ 
counting and marketing courses 
at Santa Barbara City College 
behind her, was prepared for 
just about any challenge 
Earlier she had coupled ex­ 
perience in business and school 
management 
with 
program 
planning and public relations as 
her husband served as head­ 
master of Dunn School in Los 
Olivos, and Catalina Island 
School m Avalon She was also 
co-owner of Webb Camp- 
School The combined private 
school experience involved such 
d iv e r s e 
c h o r e s 
as 
housepainting. 
bus 
driving, 
building 
maintenance, 
food 
management and teaching, she 
said last week in a nostalgic 
look at the past 
She got into politics in 1971. 
"I began as a disgruntled 
citizen, disatisfied with govern­ 
ment decisions on land use,” 
she recalls 
Her subsequent 
search for facts on Santa Ynez 
Valley land use questions led to 
her appointment to an advisory 
committee on planning for the 
County Planning Commission 
Since serving as Hedlund’s 
aide, her schedule has been 
bursting at the execu tive 
seams Her hueing to the long 
hours, the long week of work 
has led to only one personal 
reservation that she confides 
almost apologetically: 
“ My 
husband cooks the dinner each 
day. and I have a woman come 
in once a week to help me with 
the housework.’" 
Her week has fallen into a 
pattern Monday it’s Santa Bar­ 
bara all day as her boss sits on 
the Board of Supervisors She 
arrives in Santa Barbara at 
about 8 30 a m 
There are 
alw ays 
ad dition al 
item s 
scheduled for the board 
meetings that are not in the 
packet’ and which have to be 
organized and read before the 
hearing,’’ she said “And there 
are usually some items of an 
emergency nature that Mr 
Hedlund is concerned with and 
which have to be typed and cir­ 
culated to the other supervisors 
before the meeting ” As a mat­ 
ter of routine, she gives 
Hedlund a summary of the new 
items to prepare him for the 
board meeting 
During the 
board meetings she’s in her of­ 
fice working on material and 
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listening to some of the board 
procedures which are broad­ 
cast over the Hall of Ad­ 
m in istration loudspeaker 
system 
For lunch, she and Hedlund 
frequently 
order 
sandwiches 
from the county cafeteria as 
they gird for the afternoon 
board session 
During the afternoon Webb 
continues to gather and to 
arrange material, some direct­ 
ly related to Hedlund s im­ 
mediate work on the board and 
some related to the Planning 
Commission agenda on Wednes­ 
day. 
All that carries her through 
until 6 or 7 p m Then its an 
easy drive home for an es­ 
timated arrival time in Santa 
Ynez of about 8 or 8:30 p m. 
The four remaining days of 
the regular work week are 
spent in Lompoc She usually 
arrives at the County Ad­ 
ministration Building by 9 a m 
after the 25-mile drive from her 
home 
There are tentative plans for 
her to spend a half day in Santa 
Barbara each Friday, and 
Hedlund is trying to arrange 
regular office hours for her in 
Santa \ fnez every couple of 
weeks And some plans have to 
be formed for Guadalupe. Webb 
said 
She also comes to her Lom­ 
poc office on Saturday and 
enjoys the 
privacy: 
‘‘The 
telephones don’t ring on Satur­ 
day.” she said. “Saturday work 
isn’t required, but there’s no 
way to get through the work 
during the week." 
What does her husband think 
about this routine0 “ I have a 
very patient husband.” she said 
and noted that the first couple

Worst trade deficit in history 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
United States suffered its worst 
monthly trade deficit in history 
in January as imports exceeded 
exports by $167 billion, the 
Commerce Department report­ 
ed today. 
Cold weather, which forced 
plant closings and hampered 
the movement of goods, was the 
major reason for the record 
deficit, the report said 
Exports in January totaled 
$9 6 billion, down sharply from 
the record total of $10.4 billion 
in December. On the other 
hand, imports last month were 
valued at $11 3 billion, the 
highest level ever recorded. 
January was the eighth con­ 
secutive month that imports 
have exceed $10 billion and the 
second successive month in 


which the $11 billion level was 
exceeded. 


The January deficit of $1 67 
billion compared to a $610 
million deficit in December. 
The previous largest deficit 
was $1 03 billion in November, 
1976. 


“ The adverse weather, par­ 
ticularly in the eastern half of 
the country, experienced during 
January forced the closing of 
many plants and hampered the 
movement of goods from points 
in the interior of the United 
States to ports of exportation,” 
a department statement said 
“ It appears that this factor 
had a pronounced impact in 
diminishing the volume of 
goods moving out of the 
country,” the statement added. 


The last time the United 
States recorded a positive trade 
balance was in May, 1976 Since 
then, deficits have been regis­ 
tered in each month. 


Until January, the main 
reason for the deficits was a 
relatively quick recovery of the 
U S. economy compared to its 
trading partners. That in­ 
creased demand for foreign 
goods in this country faster 
than demand for U.S. exports 
picked up. 


Government 
officials have 
generally viewed a deficit as 
b en eficial because, they 
reason, U S 
imports have 
helped sustain the economies of 
trading partners, thus laying 
the foundation for future expan­ 
sion of U S exports. 
Court to probe supertanker ban 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
Supreme Court today agreed to 
examine whether states can bar 
supertankers from entering 
ports as a safeguard against 
disastrous oil spills 
The justices announced they 
will hear arguments in an ap­ 
peal brought by Washington 
State after a lower federal 
court struck down a state 
statute 
barring supertankers 
from entering Puget Sound and 
putting lesser restrictions on 
smaller oil tankers 
Washington state argued that 
the law was an appropriate ex­ 
ercise of state power ‘‘to 
preserve and enhance the en­ 
vironmental quality” of the 
sound, particularly in light of 
the growing rash of major oil 
spills elsewhere 
But the lower court agreed 
with Atlantic Richfield that

Realtors' 
licenses 
revoked 
SA C RA M EN TO (U P I) - 
Five realtors who told prospec­ 
tive buyers the huge desert 
area of Antelope Valley had an 
enormous profit potential and 
would “ grow like Cape Ken­ 
nedy” have had their licenses 
revoked by the state Depart­ 
ment of Real Estate, it was an­ 
nounced Sunday 
The five were employes of 
In v e s t o r s 
R e s e a r c h 
International (IR I), a now- 
defunct brokerage firm that 
had offices in Los Angeles, San 
Francisco. Sacramento and San 
Jose and sold more than 2.000 
parcels of land with apurchase 
price of over $20 million 
Real 
Estate Commissioner 
David H 
Fox said IR I in at 
least one case sold a parcel for 
$50,000 — more than four times 
its appraised value 
The main selling technique, 
he said, was to emphasize the 
future worth of the land 


“ As a device to induce in the 
mind of the purchaser the belief 
that the parcel had investment 
merit or profit potential, the 
licensees lured purchasers to 
enter into an agreement 
granting IR I a tenyear ex­ 
clusive right to sell or exchange 
the parcels for the purchasers 
at prices four times the then 
purchase price of the proper­ 
ty.” said Fox 


Such “ sales pitching” was a 
violation of state regulations, 
he said, because the seller

Assembly Revenue and Taxa­ 
tion Committee Chairman 
Willie L 
Brown Jr., D-San 
Francisco, called property tax 
relief “ a top priority” of the 
legislature 
While no vote was scheduled 
on any of the proposals. Brown 
said the hearings were designed 
to “ lay the groundwork” for a 
comprehensive property tax 
relief package 
A wide range of tax relief 
bills have been proposed For 
example, one measure (AB2> 
by Assemblyman Robert Cline, 
R-Northridge, would increase 
the homeowners tax exemption 
on the assessed value of a home 
from $1.750 to $6,750 
In addition, an accompanying 
constitutional 
amendment 
would limit property taxes to 1 
per cent of the value of the land 
While the Assembly grapples 
with taxes, the Senate Judici­ 
ary committee faces a vote on 
the death penalty 
The committee last week 
heard a full day of testimony on 
whether capital punishment 
should be restored, but a vote 
was delayed 
The death penalty bill 
(AB155) by Senate Republican 
leader George Deukmejian, of 
Long Beach would provide for 
the death sentence in cases in 
which a person has been con­ 
victed of murder under special 
circumstances, such as killing a 
policeman or murder by tor­ 
ture 


In addition, the measure also 
would allow a convicted murder 
found eligible for the death 
penalty to present evidence of 
mitigating circumstances. If a 
jury found, for example, that a 
person was “ substantially” in­ 
fluenced by drug addiction he 
could be sentenced to life 
without possibility of parole 
Support for the Deukmejian 
proposal comes from a variety 
of law enforcement groups and 
Attorney General Evelle J 
Y o u n g e r, a R e p u b lic a n 
contender for governor. 
Rival measures (SB220 and 
SCA19) by Sen Milton Marks, 
R-San Francisco, would require 
a sentence of life without parole 
for a person convicted of first- 
degree murder under the 
special circumstances and strip 
the governor of power to com­ 
mute sentences 
A person already serving a 
term of life without parole 
would be subject the death 
penalty if he commits a murder 
while in prison

Informer claims FBI 
paid him for burglary 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
Justice Department is studying 
allegations by an imprisoned 
F B I informer that he was paid 
$4,100 for silence about the 
F B I’s role in a burglary into the 
Socialist Workers Party office 
in Denver, the Washington Post 
reported today. 
Timothy J Redfeam told the 
outgoing head of the Justice 
Department’s civil rights divi­ 
sion and two assistant U S. at­ 
torneys on Feb 18 in Denver 
that a pair of F B I agents in 
Denver paid him the hush 
money in five installments, the 
newspaper said 
Redfeam. serving 10 years in 
prison for the summer bur­ 
glary. also told the Justice 
Department officials he burgla­ 
rized the Denver home of Rep 
Patricia Schroeder, on F B I 
orders, the Post said. 
The Colorado Democrat, a 
critic of the F B I, said Sunday 


her home had been burglarized, 
the newspaper said 
Quoting sources, the newspa­ 
per said Redfearn told Assist­ 
ant Attorney General J Stanley 
Pottinger he was paid the 
money to keep silent before a 
Denver county grand jury in­ 
vestigating the burglary

Errol Haines reviews 
concert performance 


The Swedish Chamber Orchestra of 
Örebro is making its first coast-to-coast 
American tour 
It already has a well 
deserved international reputation and 
was brought to Lompoc last Monday 
night by Community Concerts Under its 
conductor Goran Nil son. the orchestra 
presented a varied program, about half 
Twentieth Century music and about half 
by Swedish composers. 
The general tone quality is beautiful 
but not lush and they play with 
enthusiasm and precision. One might 
prefer a darker and fuller tone quality of 
the Italian string groups but that is a 
m atter of personal preference. Certainly 
the music of this concert was splendly 
played 
“ Introduzzione in G minor” by Johan 
Helmich Roman (1694-1758» appears to 
be an arrangement of an organ work by 
this composer He admired Handel and 
some of this influence is heard in this 
work It is an enjoyable work and served 
as an introduction to the musical ex­ 
cellence of this orchestra. 
The “ Divertimento in D major, K 136” 
by 
Mozart contained three sections. 
“ Allegro.” “ Andante” and “ Presto.” 
Tempos were always well chosen and 
right for the music rather than imposed 
upon it First violins showed their mettle 
in the “ Allegro” and the “ Andante” was 
graceful and expressive with fine phras­ 
ing. The “ P resto” was light and lively. 
There seemed to be occasional intona­ 
tion 
problems 
in a 
few 
decendmg 
phrases 
The “ Serenade in E m ajor, up 22” by 
Dvorak was played with excellence and 
conviction 
The conviction was Nordic 
rather than Slavic however It was here 
that a warmer darker tone quality would 
have helped It rather sounded like more 
Mozart The descending figures of the 
“ F in a le” and the “ Tem podi valse” 
should 
have 
had

gusto and 
abandon 
However, it was beautifully 
played even if Bohemia with its rustic 
country dances seemed far away. 


It is interesting that the “ Rumanian

D EAR PO LLY — I put two sets of bathroom rugs in 
the dryer and the backs that made them stick to the 
floor came off so now they are too slippery to use. I 
would like to know what I can do to make them usable 
again.

DEAR M.C. — Some carpet supply bouses sell a liquid 
rubber tbat can be applied to tbe backs of rugs witb a 
brusb or old piece of carpet. Apply liberally but watcb 
to be sure it does not penetrate to tbe top. 
If this is not obtainable, wind three rubber canning jar 
rings together witb thread. Apply such a group to each 
corner of a rug and find they form suction cups that will 
help prevent slipping. — PO LLY. 


D EAR PO LLY — Mrs. E M who washed her jeans with 
glass fiber curtains can soak them overnight in cider (not 
white) vinegar. This can also be put on the skin in case it has 
attracted some of the fibers and it will cut the stinging The 
vinegar odor will soon disappear. — PAT. 
D EAR PO LLY — People who live alone and on limited 
budgets find buying garbage bags soon taxes their budgets so I 
save all my bread bags and put in them what garbage I have to 
dispose of during a day The bag is put in my kitchen garbage 
can and then I put several of these bags in a regular garbage 
bag before collection time.

WASHINGTON - Tens of thousands of 
American children, wards of the 
bureaucracy, have been consigned to a 
dreary purgatory, without love or hope. 
Many are also living in worse poverty 
than the government rescued them from. 
It has become the American way for 
the bureaucracy to take custody of 
children who have 
been abandoned or 
a b u se d 
by 
th e ir 
parents. 
Sometimes 
the 
sep aration is 
voluntary, a breathing 
spell while fam ilies 
extricate 
themselves 
from the vicissitudes 
of modem living. 
But once children 
fall into the clutches of 
the bureaucracy, they 
often become lost in 
the paperwork 
They 
becom e charges of 
m a g is t r a t e s 
and 
c le r k s 
w ho 
a r e 
detached, methodical, 
guided by regulations 
which they follow to the letter. 
In place of a parent, the abandoned 
child has a government clerk seated in 
his cubicle pondering the latest form and 
deciding that it runs afoul of regulations 
and must be disallowed 
Of the 350,000 children entrusted to the 
government’s foster care program, ac­ 
cording to congressional testimony, 
“between 100,000 and 200.000 ... are 
adrift in foster care and will likely re­ 
main in foster care for long and in­ 
definite periods ... Foster care has 
become a vast and hidden dumping 
ground for children" 
It has taken Congress two years to put 
together the sordid story of the plethora 
of social programs which make up foster 
care. The investigation was stated in 
1975 by then-Sen Walter Mondale, D - 
Minn., and Rep George Miller. D,-Calif. 
Miller called upon the resources of the 
General Accounting Office and the 
Library of Congress. The Health. Educa­ 
tion and Welfare Department also con­ 
ducted an investigation of its own foster 


care efforts. The final results haven’t 
been made public, but we can reveal the 
shameful findings: 
— Foster care costs the taxpayers 
almost $700 million a year, with the 
money shuffled into a bureaucratic maze 
where administrators fight over the 
dollars. Much of the money never 
reaches the children but is siphoned off 
by the administrators. There is also a 
wide disparity in foster care costs, rang­ 
ing from $156 to $1.320 a month Ac­ 
cording to the GAO study, the govern­ 
ment is often billed for costs which “we 
believe would be unallowable under any 
reasonable interpretation of federal 
regulations.” 
— Over $600,000 of unallowable federal 
payments were made, for example, to 
two counties in California. The counties 
placed foster children in private institu­ 
tions that made a profit off children’s 
misery at public expense 
The GAO 
found evidence of similar unlawful 
placements in New Jersey and New 
York. 
— The GAO inspected foster care in­ 
stitutions which were no more than 
children w arehouses, with broken 
plumbing, missing window screens, 
dilapidated furniture, broken windows 
and inoperable refrigerators containing 
rotting fruits and vegetables. Other 
children’s homes had walls and doors 
with holes, mattresses without bedspr- 
mgs and 
“ barracks-like” 
settings. 
"Serious deficiencies” were discovered 
in seven of 18 institutions the GAO 
visited. 
— At one-third of the institutions in­ 
spected. some children did not receive 
annual physical exams Almost half of 
the institutions had “inadequate controls 
over medications’” — that is. unsafe 
storage of medicines within easy access 
of children 
— HEW found the local foster care 
programs ensnarled in red tape A child, 
for example, must run a maze of as 
many as six different eligibility stan­ 
dards to receive foster care 
The 
programs were also plagued, according 
to HEW, by “lack of adequate planning, 
goal setting, review and follow-up ” 


— The purpose of foster care is to 
provide children with temporary refuge 
An attempt is supposed to be made to 
help the family solve its problems and 
then return the child to his own parents. 
This seldom happens. In Iowa, 65 per 
cent of the mothers with children in 
foster care hadn’t been seen by a social 
worker for more than six months. In 
Massachusetts, the figure was 60 per 
cent. In California and Massachusetts, 
more than 30 per cent of the parents 
acknowledged that they had no contact 
with their children after placement. 
It might be better for the children if 
Am ericans stopped handing their 
problems and their consciences over to 
the bureaucracy. 
PARTY POOPER At this writing, the 
delicate negotiations over the Panama 
Canel have bogged down. Panama’s 
m ilitary dictator, Omar Torrijos, 
blamed the stalemate privately upon the 
distinguished U.S. negotiator, Ellsworth 
Bunker. 
“The trouble,” confided Torrijos, “is 
that Bunker is too old; he’s half deaf; 
and he wears a tie.” 
The Panamanian president is an 
earthy man who enjoys a good binge. 
Bunker simply is too dignified and aloof 
to suit him. Torrijos hinted heartily that 
he might be willing to make a deal with a 
negotiator who would take off his tie and 
spend a night on the town with him 
MODEL INSPECTOR. The Nuclear 
Regulatory Agency’s James McTieman 
is the very model of a modern inspector 
general. No violation is too minor to es­ 
cape his vigilance nor feel the sting of his 
rebuke. 
We were astonished, therefore, to 
learn that the upright McTiernan bent 
the rules himself to try to arrange a job 
in his audit section for the daughter of an 
old Justice Department crony, the late 
John Doherty McTiernan even enlisted 
a n o th er top NRC o f f ic ia l, Ad- 
ministratpon Director Daniel Donoghue. 
to help line up interviews for her

Tail

In the late fifties, Richard Rovere 
published a book on the late Senator Joe 
McCarthy w hich was greeted as 
deliriously as Lillian Heilman’s recent 
book, "Scoundrel Time,” the implicit 
thesis of which is that anybody who 
thought ill of Josef Stalin before she did. 
which was some time after he died, was. 
w ell, a scoundrel. 
R overe’s book was 
called “a brilliant es­ 
say in contemporary 
history” by Professor 
Arthur 
Schlesinger 
Jr., “one of the most 
distinguished political 
d ocu m en ts of the 
year” by Eric Gold­ 
man; and, by Walter 
Lippmann 
him self, 
“the definitive job ... I 
can’t imagine what 
else there is to say 
about him.” 
In 
th a t 
b ook , 
published 17 years 
before the networks 
thought to come up 
with a dramatization of the Joe Mc­ 
Carthy story, the resourceful Mr 
Rovere found Senator McCarthy “a 
cheap politician,” “a guttersnipe,” “a 
seditionist,” “a crook,” “a foul-mouthed 
bum,” “a mucker,” “ a liar,” "a 
ranter.” “a screamer,” “a faker," “an 
ogre,” and “a rattlesnake." Reviewing 
that book in England, Mr Evelyn Waugh 
judged it favorably, but confessed to 
some misgivings about certain un­ 
completed bits of narrative. What ac­ 
tually had happened to McCarthy’s vic­ 
tims? “There is a curious raggedness 
in the accounts of the various inquiries 
which seem to have ended without 
findings and of the various men who ap­ 
pear and disappear in the story without 
acquittal or prosectuion. What happened 
to everyone7 I wish Mr. Rovere would 
rewrite the book for us ignorant 
islanders giving us the simple story We 
can make the comments .” 
I wrote to Mr. Waugh at the time and 
told him that if he was concerned to 
know such facts, I would send them to 
him, but I warned that they would dis­ 
tract from the unleavened judgment of 
McCarthyism in which the western 
world basked; and which now, with the 
television spectacular “Tail Gunner 
Joe," has been revived. He wrote and 
asked for the material, and I sent him 
the book written by Mr Brent Bozell and 
myself in 1954 called “McCarthy and His 
Enemies.” 
In due course he acknowledged it: 
“McCarthy is certainly regarded by 
most Englishmen as a regrettable figure 
and your McCarthy and His Enemies,’ 
being written before his later ex­ 
travagances. will not go far to clear his 
reputation. I have no doubt that we were 
sent a lot of prejudiced information six 
years ago. (i.e., at the height of the Mc­ 
Carthy era.) Your book makes plain that 
there was a need for investigation ten 
years ago. It does not. I am afraid, supp­ 
ly the information that will convince me 
that McCarthy was a suitable man to un­ 
dertake it Rovere makes a number of 
precise charges against his personal 
honor Until these are rebutted, those 
who are sympathetic with his cause must 
deplore his championship of it.” 
This, of course, is the crucial point now 
that anti-McCarthyism has become, once 
again, the rage. The thrust of the televi­ 
sion spectacular was that McCarthy was 
a Mountebank And indeed by the rules of 
logic Mr. Waugh could be correct It 
could transpire that the anti-McCarthy 
legend based on his role and the 
government’s in the matter of internal 
security is altogether false — and still it 
could stand that McCarthy died of drink, 
cheated on his taxes, lied in his election 
campaigns, malingered in the marines — 
that he was, in Mr. Rovere’s elegant 
word, a Rattlesnake. 
But of course, these distinctions are 
not being observed There is no signifi­ 
cant discussion of Owen Lattimore in 
“Tail Gunner Joe." none of the succes­ 
sful lengths to which the Communist 
propaganda machine had gone in con­ 
vincing such as Lillian Heilman that 
Stalin who presided over the show trials 
was a hero, and John Dewey who ac­ 
cused him of staging the trials, a 
scoundrel. During the fifties, the Soviet 
Union consolidated its hold on eastern 
Europe, the Chinese Communists theirs 
on the mainland, our atomic secrets 
were stolen and exploited, a small group 
of American Stalinists mounted a major 
political movement under the titular 
leadership of Henry Wallace; and now. 
looking back on the fifties, NBC devotes 
itself to the character of Joe McCarthy 
It is more than a great cop-out. It is a 
grand feint And the most pathetic vic­ 
tims of it are those who write so ex­ 
ultantly about “Tail Gunner Joe.” The 
meaning of the great diversion will be 
explored in the ensuing dispatch
